UNIONISM AND 
THE MILITIA. 


EMBERSHIP in the National Guard, it 

seems, is inconsistent with membership 
in certain labor unions. ‘Thus several unions 
recently decided and many of their men have already suffered 
expulsion because of military connections. No excuses were offered 
and no attempt to disguise the issue was made. Consequently, 
a clean-cut situation is presented. ‘The militia of a state stands 
for law and order within its boundaries. Made up impartially of 
able-bodied Americans, it is the safeguard of the people against 
riot, lawlessness and violent outbreak. In time of war, it is the 
backbone of a volunteer army. Such being the case, what does the 
organization admit which will have no national guardsmen on its 
roll? It admits primarily an opposition to law and order. It denies, 
with equal force, the right of men to oppose disorder and violence 
and to retain, at the same time, their union membership. ‘The 
liberty of citizens it attacks and affiliation with the citizen soldiery 
it stamps as a disgrace. In such a stand no middle ground arises; 
rejection of a national guardsman, simply because he zs a 
national guardsman, being rejection of all that the National 
Guard represents and upholds. There is no surer way not 
to attain public support than by antagonizing public insti- 
tutions, and the union which, openly and officially, antago 
nizes the National Guard commits an act of the rankest folly. 


GOLF’S GIF1 O° rDOOR sport, and sport in general, 
TO SPORT. is much indebted to golf. A pre- 
cedent established on New Jersey links 
paves the way for a new and novel era in the world of 
recreation. “I can scarcely blame him,” quoth a Sunday 
golfer whose head was cut by a blow from a fellow club ; 
man; “I understand he was greatly annoyed at the 
time, having lost several balls in succession.” ‘There 
were other incidents to the fracas, but all were ren- 
dered commonplace by this one great utterance. 
The latter’s significance will at once appear to those 
who engage in athletics. In golf, a foozled stroke, 
a broken driver or a ball lost in the shrubbery may 
hereafter justify a personal assault, the New Jersey 
precedent excusing the act on the ground that the 
player is “annoyed” or off in his game. In somno- 
lent, peaceful croquet, the same precedent may 
logically apply and well weighted mallets will soothe 
the most aggravated case of annoyance, a reasonable 
degree of which may be obtained from a missed 
wicket. Tennis, ping-pong, bowling and other sports 
will all contribute to the vogue of the practice in 
proportion to their implements’ value as weapons. 
The ping-pong expert should chase the ball hiniself 
henceforth when it darts mischievously under the 
buffet. His opponent may be easily annoyed. The 
tennis player had better arbitrate when he lobs the 
sphere over a neighboring fence. His antagonist 
may be pettish. Wise bowlers will roll in turn this 
Winter for safety’s sake, as disciples of Jerseyism are 
plentiful. In foot-ball, lacrosse, hockey and such lusty pas- 
times, examples of unnecessary roughness frequently occur, but 
there the rude term, brutality, is applied. It would be mani- 
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festly unfair to connect such a word with golf where, as the man 
with the damaged head declared, so many provocations arise. for 
playful assault and violence. All things summed up, it would seem 
that golf, despite abundant testimony in its favor, is far from being 
the restful recreation that enthusiasts have claimed. Furthermore, if 
cases of “ annoyance” are to become frequent and, as we under- 
stand, justification in every instance is complete, how would it do for 
golfers in future to wear double-crowned head harness, shoulder 
pads, nose masks, rubber mouth pieces, shin guards and other trusty 
bits of foot-ball armor? Man should be protected from “ Justifiable 
Assault ” as well as from brutality. Club wielders, both kinds, please 
consider.
